Why He Protested. 

That is all he said on the subject of the 
diplomas. If, in addition, he had said, as 
I think the situation demanded he should: 
“There is one young lady among the grad- 
uates to whom the faculty declined for 
reasons Satisfactory to themscives to give 
a diploma, but after reviewing the cir- 
cumstances fuily and carefully we, the 
trustecs, think Miss is entitled to 
‘her diploma, we, therefore, take the re- 
spensibility upon ourselves of giving it to 
here’’—I say‘ if Governor Atkinson had ut- 
tercd some explanation like this, which it 
seems to me the circuli stances clearly de- 
manded, never a word of protest would I 
have uttered. Mr. Uarris, after Governor 
Atkinson’s intrceductory remarks, proceed- 
ed to make his speech to the students, at 
the close of which, in heu cf delivering the 
diplomas, he read out slowly and deliber- 
ately the names cf the graduates in alpha- 
betic order, reading out Miss Eimmie Spence 
among them.

terrible scene, such as I could not possibly 
have anticipated, although I knew a pain- 
ful sensation would follow.

Their conduct is to be deeply regretted, 
but it was the action of impulsive young 
girls ina state of almost ysterical excite. 
ment. They have always been true and 
loval in their warm love to Mr. Atkinson, 
and have on several occasions given touch- 
ing evidences of it, but they were angry 
with him that morning—no doubt about it. 
After the Eruption. 

It was oniy a passing storm, however. 
The whole sad affair of that Tuesday morn- 
ing was absolutely inevitable under the cir- 
cumstances. Even if I had not uttered my 
now famous protest, practically the same 
agitations would have occurred, 
a somewhat different form. It would have 
been a confiagration, instead of an explo- 
trustees in granting the diploma 
the earnest protest of the 
faculty necessarily meant a mighty 
heaval and a series of sensational events 
that by no possibility could have been Kept 
out of the newspapers. As the thing had 
to come, it was better that it should come 
as an explosion and be done with. Not a 
Single member of the faculty, even for a 
moment, questioned the legal right of the 
trustees to reverse the faculty’s decision. 
In regard to awarding the th diploma, it 
was altogether a question of the wisdom 
the righteousness of the act—not of 
the authority to doit. Everything has been 
amicably settled now, and I believe we 
shall have no further trouble. It has been 
a terrible experience, but I sincerely be- 
lieve that it will turn out to be a benefit 
rather than an injury to the college.

Because His Wife Tormented Him by 
Her Jealousy. 

Port Townsend, Wash., June 6.—Professor 
T. Nash, chief of the British educational 
bureau, of India, last Monday afternoon 
committed suicide by jumping overboard 
from the steamship City of Topeka, near 
Queen Charlotte sound, Alaska. The deed 
was committed in the presence of his wife, 
who is a daughter of a Hindoo prince and 
immensely wealthy. Mrs. Nash, who is 
finely educated and quite pretty, was in- 
tensely jealous of her husband'’s actions. 
In consequénce they engaged in many petty 
quarrels, 

When near Queen Charlotte sound, about 
4 o’clock Monday afternoon, she called 
Professor Nash from the smoking room and 
going on deck began to berate him for some 
unknown cause. In the hearing of other 
passengers he told her if she persisted he 
would jump overboard. She retorted she 
would report him to the captain, who would 
place him in irons. , 

As the wife turned half round, her hus- 
band deftly leaped over the rail into the 
sea. A general alarm was sounded and a 
life buoy thrown to him, but he made no 
effort to reach it. The steamer was stop- 
ped and boats lowered and a most diligent 
search instituted without avail. 

Professor Nash belonged to a wealthy 
family living in England, and after fifteen 
years’ residence in India was returning. 
home. When he sprang into the sea he 
carried jewels on his person valued at sev- 
eral thovrsand dollars.

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HER CARGO SHIFTED 


Survivors Can Account for the Colima’s 
Foundering No Other Way. 


SHE LISTED AND REMAINED HAT WAY 


Had It Not Been for That She Would 
Probably Have Lived Through the 
Storm—Stories of the Saved. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 6.—The steam- 
er San Juan arrived this afternoon from 
Panama and way ports with the survivors 
of the wrecked Pacific Mail steams!iP 
Colima. As soon as the marine observer 
reported the ship two miles out, the 
Water front became the scene of consid- 
erable excitement. The Pacific Mail dock 
Was besieged by a curious crowd that 
blocked the street. @As the revenue Cut- 
ter, bearing the customs otlicers and news- 
paper men, neared the ship, sOme of the 
Colima’s rescued passengers, with ban- 
daged heads, were leaning on the 
bow rail. Just prior to the arrival of the 
reporters, howevel, the; Pacitic Mail Com- 
pany’s tug, Millen Grittith, came alongside 
the San Jual and took or Third Mate 
Hgnsen, of the lost ship, who, more than 
any one could throw light on the 
cause of wreck, ‘There was general 
disinclination among {he surviving pas- 
sengers ‘0 give any information, the aoniy 
reason siven lor their refusal to be inter- 
yiewed being that under the circumstances 
they did not feel disposed to talk. 

George D. Ross, formeriy boatswain’s 
mate on the cruiser Olympia, who was on 
his way to his home in New York, gave 
the United Press representative the fol- 
lowing graphic account of the wreck:

“We left Mazatlan Sunday, May «6th, at

Toward 9 o’clock in the evening 
increased a little and continued 
pretty fresh all night.

Ous position. 

The Third Officer’s Blunder. 
“Unfortunately just at the last moment 
fatal blunder was committed by the 
Officer, who cut the lashings of a 
Aeck load, consisting of 32,00 feet of 
lumber. Some of this was washed into 
the sea and what remained on d was 
driven about, Knocking down and maim- 
ing those whom it struck. <A particularly 
heayy sea struck the. ship, t the 
foremast and smokestack. Shortly before 
this, however, a succession of huge waves 
ha@ punched a hole in our starboard bow, 
through which the sea poured. Women 
screamed and rushed up the companion. 
Way, imploring the men to thein. 
The ship gave a-couple of heavy rolls and 
an enormcus climbed on us, smashed 
the hur: deck and with one mighty 
lurch the ship went down. As she was 
making her last lurch 1 dove into the sea 
and when I came up she was cout sight. 
People were floating around, clinging to 
all of wreckagy, and sinking 
under our very some who had 
Managed to grasp hold of boards or planks 
were Knocked senseless and drowned. The 
force and eifect of this floating mass of 
lumber cannot be descrivded. It caused 
the death of many who might otherwise 
have been saved. 

“It is a difficult matter to say to what 
cause the wreck of the Colima is attrib- 
utable. She must certainly have shifted 
her cargo, as her strong Iist to port 
showed. 

“I lirmly believe that but for the shift- 
ing of the cargo the ship would have rid- 
den out of the gale. I had been in the 
Walter some littie time clinging to one 
object or another when finally 1 managed 
to get hold of a good-sized piece.of the 
hurricane deck, upon which 1 climbed. I 
drifted about for some time when I ob- 
served a ratner effeminate-looking fellow 
on another piece of wreckage me. 
He seemed about to give up so I seized his 
raft and hauied him on to mine. Ve 
made the r: of the trip toward shore 
together. He turned out to be Thornton. 

“We were the <¢ in shore of any 
of the survivors and were picked up by 
the first oftticer’s boat of the San Juan 
after being Yywenty-three hours in the 
Wwater.’”’ 

Ross was severely cut about the head by 
floating wreckage and had numerous other 
cuts about the body.

Oriel, an 
to Mexico, gave about 
the commencement cf 
said the Colima during 
storm listed badly after 
ing rush of waves that she did ‘not re- 
cover. “About 9 o'clock on the morning 
of the wreck,” he said, “I went below to 
the steerage quarters and noticed water 
coming into the starboard == scuppers, 
Shortly afterwards a quartermaster came 
down, saying the captain wanted to see 
the engineer. The latter went on deck 
but returned to the engine room in three 
er four minutes, looking like a dead man. 
His face was ashy pale. That was the 
last seen of him.” 

While Oriel was telling this part of the 
story a relative of the engineer, who had 
boarded the steamer with the reporter, 
broke into tears and shook convulsively. 

“By this time,’ Oriel went on, “the 
steerage passengers had all gone below, 
when the seven men-of-warsmen from the 
American cruisers Olympia and Philadel- 
phia tried to console those around them. 
One of these finally told us we were doom- 
ed. We shook hands, said goodby and 
he knelt on a sack of flour and said 
prayers. I then started to go on deck, 
but the ship listed so badly I could 
scarcely make my way upstairs. At this 
time the third officer cut the lashings that 
bound the lumber deckioad. The smoke- 
stack had toppled over. He made for a 
boat intending to cut it loose from its fas- 
tenings, but was unable to do so. The 
ship was on her beam ends and the decks 
bulged out,and were finally rent. I then 
jumped into the water, seized a box and 
was washed about from one float to an- 
other like many others, The heaviest 
equall came just following the disappear- 
ance of the _ ship. While it prevailed 
many of those who were struggling in the 
waves were mangled and drowned by float- 
ing timber. Five of us—Tom Fitch, Jack 
Carpenter, two Mexicans and myself—got 
on a raft and were picked up by a boat 
in command of Captain Long, formerly 
captain of the Colima. A Mexican named 
Yerrabia went crazy from drinking salt 
water.” 

Cc. H. Cushing, Jr., was in bed during 
the first part of the blow, but got up in 
time to be hurled into the sea with a cabin 
roof. He told his story as follows: 

He Drank and Died. 

“fT found myself in the water without 
knowing just how I got there. By some 
means or another, just when I had aban- 
doned all hope of being saved, I found 
myself floating near a portion of the 
cabin roof with two others. They pulled 
me on the raft. Shortly after we got 
on the raft a keg of claret floated near 
and we captured it. It was a long time 
before we got the keg open and I am sorry 
it was ever opened. My two companions 
drank until they became worse than in- 
toxicated. One of them laid down and 
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went to sleep. but the other insisted upon | 


quarreling and finally attacked me. To 
Save my life I had to knock him overboard. 
he bath sobered him and I pulled him 
aboard again. He began drinking harder 
than ever and finally fell overboard and 
was’ drowned. After his companion 
awoke he behaved himself and later we 
were picked up. As to the cause of the 
wreck I can say but little. In the ex- 
cilement many took no notice of anything 
but their own safety and that of the help- 
less Ones around them. 

“IT really cannot say as to the list of 
the ship. I had not gone to breakfast 
and was only up long enough to notice 
that it was a terrible hurricane and that 
the waves Were mountain-high.’’ 

Mr. Cushing had a*brother eighteen years 
old on the Colima. Nothing was been 
heard from him. The surviving brother 
was terribly cut on the head by foating 
Jumber besides being bruised about the 
body. 

lieart-Rending Scenes. 

George Rowan, another passenger bound 
for New York, agreed in the main with 
the previous statements of the storm, and 
added: 4 

“There wag absolutely no discipline, no 
organization of any kind. Everything 
Was a panic. The captain stood on the 
bridge. Women screamed and the chil- 
dren cried, clinging in desperation to their 
parents, and even to strangers. As svon 
as 1 became convinced that the ship was 
doomed, I hastily pulled down the life 
preservers. When seen by the steward 
he ordered me peremptorily to discontinue 
what I was doing. Without paying any 
attention to him I kept on pulling down 
life belts and. passing them out. As I 
am unable to swim, I tied one of these 
belts around me and jumped into the sea. 
Three times I sank and had just reached 
for a piece of wreckage when I was again 
knoceed under by something, presumably 
a piank. A large gash was cut in my 
head and I am cut and bruiséd all over. 
Afier floating about for twenty-four hours 
on a large piece of wood I was picked up 
by a boat from the San Juan.” 

Sailor A. L. Carpenter was one the 
party on the raft. He says that attempts 
were made to lower the boats, but failed. 
All the women were in their staterooms, 
for none of them expected that the disaster 
Was upon them. 

‘I think that something 
adédcd Carpenter. ‘The ‘vessel ran into 
a gale from 9 o’clock Monday night until 
11 o’clock the following evening. she 
steered badly and when about thirty miles 
below Ma inillo she lost her steerageway, 
swung her head around a few points and 
in time that it takes to tell it, 
careened over on her beam ends. Scar 
ten minutes elapsed before she went down, 
Captain Taylor died at his pust. [ was 
thrown into the water and when I came 
up I seized a stick of lumber and floated 
about until picked up by the peopie on the 
rait. Such a hurricane I never before 
experienced in all my seafaring life. Lum- 
ber, broken decking and dead bodies drift- 
ed by us and the horror otf the situation 
Was alone enough to render us helpless.

Kenrick’s Removal. 

Washington, June 6.—Nothing has been 
received at the papal legaticn~<u tchis city 
that will throw any additional] light upon 
the change in the archiepiscopacy of St. 
Louis. Dr. Rooker, secretary of Monsignor 
Satolli, said that the change was merely 
a retirement for Archbishop Kenrick and 
the appointment of Archbishop Kain to 
the full responsibility and title of the posi- 
tion. In a financial way, it was stated, 
the change would doubtless be an improve- 
ment to Archbishop Kenrick, for as a pen- 
sioner upon the see he would probably re- 
ceive a targer sum than his income as 
archbishop in service. In the latter ca- 
pacity he was entitled to and received 
only so much as was necessary for his liv- 
ing and traveling expenses, but as a re- 
tired archbishop, he would be in receipt of 


a stated sum befitting the dignity and re-. 


quirements of his station. 

Dr. Rooker would not indicate, to de- 
termine from the various texts and transla- 
tions of the @Gispatches that have been 
published as coming from the propaganda, 
exactly what has been decreed at Rome.

LIVED ON MILK. 


Dr. H. F. White, of Crawfordville, 
Ate No Solid Food for Thirty Days. 
Crawfordville, Ga., June 6,—(Special.)—Dr, 

H. F. White, of this town, has just con- 

cluded the experiment of living thirty days 

on milk without taking solid food. Dr, 

White says: 

“I recently successfully tried the experi- 
nent of living thirty days with only sweet 
milk as a nourishment. At the beginning 
I had no difficulty ‘in changing my diet from 
sclid to liquid food, During the thirty days 
of the experiment I lost five ana one-half 
pounds in weight, but I losi no strength, I 
think that I lost the weight because the 
weather was warm, and because I took so 
much exercise. I rode a bicycle consider- 
ably during the ‘time, and used sixteen- 
pouna dumbebells and other heavy weights 
every day except Sundays. I took much 
more exercise than I usually take, as l was 
determined to test the thing fairly. On the 
seventh day of the experiment I ran sev- 
eral foot races with a skilled runner, and 
was beaten in ¢ach race. On the thirtieth 
day I ran some more races with the same 
person, but cid better than in the first 
races, This fact proves that I lost no 
Strength. I took four pints of milk daily 
for the first three weeks of the experiment, 
and five pints daily for the last week. I 
think that a healthy person should take 
about five pints of milk per day when no 
Other fcod is being taken. I drank milk 
after intervals of two hours during the 
Qqay, commencing at 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and continuing till 10 o’clock at night. 
Then I would take no more till the next 
morning. 

“My principal reason for making the 
test was to establish the fact that persons 
convalescing from. sickness may grow 
stronger with no other nutriment than 
Sweet milk,.and that they are not obliged 
to take ‘something solid’ to eat, as so 
many people imagine. Many a convalescent 
hus gone to his grave as a result of over- 
taxing his weak stomach by putting ‘solid’ 
fecd into it. The result of the experiment 
also shows that the old belief that ‘bread 
is the first essential of (human) life’ is 
erroneous. I believe that a man could live 
for any length -of time, and take exercise 


all the while, with no other food than 
Sweet mix,” 


DR. GAY SUICIDRSy 


He Shoots Himself at His Home in 
Clarkston. 

Lithonia, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)\—Dr. H. 
C. Gay shot himself in the right temple 
yesterday with a thirty-eight-caliber pis- 
tol and died in a few minutes. He had 
lived here a number of years and was 
highly esteemed. For some vears he has 
been in very poor health, which had to a 
considerable extent interfered with his busi- 
ness. At times he became despondent. 
It was in one of these moods that he shot 
himself. 


Dr. Gay was a brother of John F. Gay, 
of Atlanta, who was here. Dr. 7ay was 
worried over his business affairs. With- 
out Saying a word to any of his family he 
walked out into his orchard and beneath 
the spreading limbs of an apple tree, fired 
the ratal shot. A neighbor at the dis- 
tance of several hundred yards was the 
only eye-witness. Dr. Gay’s wife, daugh- 
ter and brother heard the pistol shot. and 
rushing out found the doctor in the throes 
of death. 

Dr. Gay, for a number of years. was a 
prominent physician here and enjoyed an 
extensive practice and accumulated a 
handsome property. He retired from ac- 
tive practice and spent considerable time 
and means in an effort to regain his health 
Without avail. He had been twice mar- 
ried, the last marriage being to Miss Mit- 
tie Perry,- of Covington. He leaves two 
children by his first wite—Lula Gay, 
who is a highly cultured and most estima- 
ble young lady, and Clarence Gay, a son 
sixteen years of age, and a daughter of 
eight years of age by his second wife. 

Dr. Gay was a member of the Methodist 
church and an earnest and zealous church 
worker. 


A TRAGEDY IN SAVANNAH.

Thomas Pounder Kills Frank Keenan, 
Cause of the Shooting. 
Savannah, Ga., June 6.—Frank Keenan 
was shot and killed this afternoon by 
Thomas Pounder. The latter is an engineer 
in the fire department at headquarters. 
Keenan was discharged from the depart- 
ment yesterday by Mayor Meyers, together 
With another fireman—Bob Laird—on ac- 
count of a cursing match which the two 
men had with each other. Keenan belonged 
to the chemical company, next door to the 
engine company No, 3, to which Pounder 
and Laird belonged, and there was consid- 
erable jealousy between the two compa- 
nies. Pounder was a witness in the inves- 
tigation and Keenan attributed his dis- 
charge to Pounder'’s evidence. He an- 
nounced to several parties that he intended 
to settle the matter with Pounder and the 
latter, having been warned, was prepared 

for him. 

Keenan came into the headquarters about 
6 o'clock in company with John Duffy, an- 
other discharged fireman, and meeting 
Pounder attacked him, striking him several 
blows in the face. Pounder jerked loose 
and drawing a pistol from his shirt bosom 
fired five shots in rapid succession. Four 
of the bullets took effect, two in the head, 
one in the left shoulder and one in the 
neck. One ball pierced the right temple 
and the one in the neck severed the carotid 
artery. Keenan was dead before striking 
the ground. 

Pounder surrendered to the first police- 
man who came up. Keenan was a splendid 
specimen of physical manhood and was a 
member of the Savannah football team for 
two or three seasons.

TARDY IN SETTLING 


Judge Maddox Speaks of the Red Tape 
in Paying Damages. 


HE HAS RETURNED FROM WASHINGTON 


The Congressman Isa Member of the Com- 
mittee Investigating the Ford Theater 
Accident of Two Years Ago. 


Rome, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—Congress- 
man John W. Maddox is home again from 
Washington, where he has been on the com- 
mission appointed to investigate the Ford 
theater accident. 

Judge Maddox said to The Constitution 
correspondent today that there was a lot 
of red tape and formality still to g0 
through with. 

There are 134 cases that grew out of that 
tragedy, while there are applicants for 
damages for various injuries. 

Mr. Maddox says that while these cases 
are of a sufticient number to justify the 
finding of damages, still the fact that they 
were at work tor the government at ihe 
time and that their pay went on just the 
same while they were not at work wili be 
One item to be considered in the awarding. 

Another item to be considered is the fund 
that was raised by charitable subscription 
for their relief, which will also be consid- 
ered. 

A Romantic Incident. 

One of the most romantic incidents of the 
case is that of one young man of twenty- 
two or twenty-three years, who was caught 
by the falling walls. 

He was engaged to be married to a beau- 
tiful girl and the time of the wedding was 
not far off. He was taken out of the debris 
unconscious, but soon rallied, and upon ex- 
amination it was found that no bones were 
broken and apparentiy no serious wounds 
inflicted. But, strange to relate, when he 
recovered it was found that his nervous 
system had sustained such a severe shock 
as to virtually invalid him for the balance 
of his life. 

The marriage was broken off and now the 
young man wants compensation for the 
loss of his health, as well as for the blight- 
ing of his hopes. 

The Matter Referred. 

After giving all the applicants a patient 
hearing, Mr. Maddox says, the matter went 
over to a committee consisting of a sur- 
geon each from the army, navy and marine 
service. They will pass upon the cases, 
when they will go back to the physicians 
who treated the applicants tor final ap- 
proval. 

Only a few of the 134 are from the south. 
Some of them were terribly injured, arms 
or legs broken, eyes knocked out and other- 
wise maimed and disfigured. 

If all the cases are approved it will. re- 
quire a round sum out of the treasury to 
pay the awards. 

Heavy Rains. 

For the past three days very heavy rains 
have fallen in Rome and vicinity. 

Crops are looking splendid and are quite 
clean since the dry spell. The weather has 
moderated considerably and the heat is not 
nearly so oppressive today as it has been. 

In consequence of the accumulation of 
mud in the water the city authorities have 
been compelled to change the connection 
back to the old reservoir, giving the people 
water of a little better quality. 

The muddy water furnished from the 
new reservoir became absolutely unbeara- 
ble and a menace to the health of the town. 

Military Matters. 

The Rome Light Guards are drilling daily 
preparatory to entering the encampment. 
The boys put on a handsome appearance 
and are becoming exceedingly well drilled. 

Tomorrow night the play, ‘‘Mikado,”” un- 
der the management of Mr. Erhart, will be 
given by local talent at the Nevins opera 
house. Those who have seen the rehears- 
als say that the play will be handsomely 
presented by these amateurs, including 
some of the best talent in the city.

Colonel J. A, B, Mahaffey, the Populist, 
Will Teach School, 


ONCE RAN FOR ATTORNEY GENERAL 


He Has Been Elected Principal of the 
Martin Institute at Jefferson—A 
College Row Settled. 


Athens, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—The trial 
of the case of assault and battery sworn 
out by ‘Mr. '‘M. P. Robinson, a student of 
the University of Georgia, against Mr. T. 
I’, Smith, another student, who had a fight 
with him a few days ago, was ended this 
morning in Justice Foster’s court by the 
Withdrawal of the warrant. 

It has caused a great deal of comment 
and interest has been at a high pitch con- 
cerning the trial for several days past.

The 
man at the ’phone stated that the negro 
Was at that time asle¢ép in a cabin and 
that he would be pointed out to the officers 
as soon as they arrived at the place. Call 
Officers Beavers and Tyson immediately 
responded to the call and made a thor- 
ough search of the premises in the neigh- 
borhood. They found no trace of the man, 

Story of the Killing. 

Last Sunday night, in an alley in the 
rear of Whitehall street, a negro barber by 
the name of Jackson almost entirely sever- 
ed the head of Edward Wiison, a porter 
in the employ of Tidwell & Pope. The terri- 
ble blow was struck with a razor and the 
negro died in a few minutes, The only eye- 
witness to the deed was a woman named 
Kmma Hirchman, and it was supposed 
that the two men were jealous of the wo- 
man, 

As soon as the blow wos given Ed Wil- 
son fell to the ground dead and Jackson 
ran down the alley and disappeared in the 
darkness.

PENSIONS CAN BE REDUCED. 
Decision of the Court in Judge Long's 
Case. 

Washington, June 6.—The court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia yesterday hand- 
ed down an opinion an the case of Judge 
Long, of Michigan, agairst Commissioner 
Lechren, of the pension bureau, reversing 
the decision of Judge Bradley, of the dis- 
trict circuit court, which denied the right 
of the commissioner of pensions to reduce 
Judge Long’s pension, and directed the com- 
missioner to restore it to its original ng- 
ures. This is the most important pension 
case that has ever come before the courts, 
involving as it does hundreds of cases 
where pensions were reduced in amount by 
order of the commissioner, The court of 
appeals held that the right to grant pen- 
sions was not a permanent vested right 
which could not be reversed by the com- 
missioner making the grant or any of his 
predecessors. According to the court the 
executive authorities of the pension bureau 
may reverse, suspend or alter in 
any way a pension granted by 
their prececessors, and that each 
commissioner has the power to ex- 
amine and change a pension allowed by 
his officer. The -.lecision permits the com- 
missioner of pensions to pay Judge Long 
only at the rate to which his pension was 
reduced. An appeal will probably be taken 
to the United States supreme court.

The diligent search that has teen made 
for him has rot revealed anything that 
would throw any light upon the. situation, 
and the man cannot be found anywhere.

Frequently his life has been threatened 
on this account and his wife says that she 
always has been uneasy about him and 
begged him to give up the business. As 
soon as he failed to return. she at once 
suspected foul play, and as the days passed 
by and he did not come again to his home, 
her fears were increased.

This is the question that is now baffling 
the detectives and one that would bring 
great relief to the anxious heaft of his 
troubled wife. One hundred dollars has 
been offered for the solution and correct 
answer to the question and many inquiries 
have elicited no facts on the subject.

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Shylock’s Campaign Headquarters. 

We have before us the report of the 
executive committee of the William 
Street Reform Club in regard to the 
work the concern has done and is doing 
in behalf of the British gold standard. 
The William Street Reform Club is now 
the campaign headquarters of the shy- 
lock element that is engaged in robbing 
the people by means of the scarcity of 
money of final payment, and there are 
some items of interest in the report. 

We learn, for insiance, that the staff 
of the campaign committee, including 
editors, shipping clerks, stenographers 
and others, is over thirty in number. 
From this statement we take it for 
granted that only the editors in New 
York are counted among those who are 
on the ‘staff’ of shylock’s campaign 
committee. But the number of people 
in various parts of tle country who 
have, in one way. and another, come 
under. the influence of sf lock’s eam- 
paign committee must be much larger 
than this. 

Among other items in the report of 
the committee, we notice that the total 
receipts from subscriptions to date have 
been some $27,000. It seems that the 
shylock is prepared to pay a. pretty 
good price to aid in convincing the peo- 
ple that the money standard of the 
country should be based on a metal that 
is so searce that a dozen bankers in New 
York, London and Berlin ean corner 
anil control the world’s available supply. 

But, says the committee, “it will need 
at- least $25,000 more to carry us t 
November 1st, when for a couple of 
months it may be expeeted our expendi- 
tures will decrease—to rise again, how- 
ever, as the time approaches of tinal 
preparations for the national couven- 
tions in June, 18%." To this the com- 
mittee adds: “So far we had 
every cause to appreciate the hearty 
support given our work equally by 
friends of all political parties; but we 
must be able to count on even more 
prompt and generous assistiunce than 
we have heretofore received if we are 
to continue through the vear, «even on 
the most economical basis puossibie, any- 
thing like the work to which we are 
committed.” 

This will give the people some idea of 
the “non-partisan” work that shylock’s 
campaign committee is carrying on. The 
representatives of shbylock, it will be 
seen, are not playing any favorites be- 
tween the old parties or the new ones. 
Shylock is not a party man. Ile is en- 
gaged in forcing the British gold stand- 
ard on the people for the profit he finds 
in it, and to that extent he above 
criticism. He is not in business for 
health or pleasure, but for money, and 
when he finds that his gold dollars and 
the dollars for which they stand are 
worth twice as much now as they were 
worth a few years ago, With a strong 
probability that they will grow even 
more valuable in the near future, it is 
to his interest to keep in operation the 
eanses that have doubled the value of 
the gold dollar. Consequently, he has 
established him a campaign headquar- 
ters in William street, and has already 
during the last few months paid in 
$27,000 for office work and for other 
expenses, such as the hiring of “help.” 

But his campaign next year is to take 
a wider sweep. A large sum of money, 
bis campaign committee says, will be 
needed about the time the final prepara- 
tions for the national conventions are 
under way. Shylock’s committee can 
have but one use for this money—the 
manipulation of local conventions, the 
buying of delegates, and the purchase 
of men who are ready in this emergency 
to sell such influence as they may pos- 
gess. 

It is a grand scheme of bribery and 
corruption in its entirety, but there is 
nothing alarming about it. The people 
have whipped out the money power 
when they were a great deal weaker 
in numbers and enthusiasm than they 
now are, and they will whip it out 
again. The money power was much 
more powerful in Andrew Jackson's 
day in proportion to the population than 
itis today. It concentrated its influence 
to save the corrupt United States Dank 
and succeeded in controlling two con- 
gresses. Boards of trade, chambers 
of commerce, stock exchanges and the 
like rallied to the support of the bank 
with muchimore unanimity than they 
are now rallying to the support of shy- 
lock’s single gold standard. Business 
men, under obligations to the bank 
through its various branches, joined in 
petitions to congress until that body was 
flooded with them. But in the end, 
the people prevailed, and they will pre- 
vail now. 

- The same scenes were re-enacted in 
Georgia on 2 smaller seale when, in 1857 
or 1808, Joseph E. Brown annonnced

that he intended to compel the banks 
of the state to resume specie payments. 
The banks appeared to have public 
opinion all on their stde. The legisla- 
ture was sympathetic, and a majority 
of the newspapers denounced the ygov- 
ernor. But the people rose up and in- 
dorsed their executive, the banks were 
compelled to resume specie payments 
or retire from business, and a great 
wrong to the public was remedied and 
averted. 

And it will be so again. The people 
have always prevailed when they were 
opposed by the shylock element, and 
they will continue to prevail.

Who Has Been Studying the Situa- 
tion in Enginnad. 


ACTIVE ENTERPRISES CALL FOR SILVER 


-_——-- -- 


While Thoss Whose Only Purpose Is the 
Collection of Interest Want the 
Gold Standard. 


The appreciation of the price of gold, in 
piling up burdens upon the shoulders of 
the people, is being felt quite as heavy in 
England as in this country. 

And the issue is there being drawn be- 
tween active industry on the one side and 
the mere money lender on the other. 

Such is the situation as described by Pres- 
ident William G. Raoul, of the Mexican 
National railroad, who is at present at his 
home in this city, after a brief trip to Eng- 
land. 

It was at his home, 708 Peachtree street, 
that- President Raoul was found by The 
Constitution representative, to whom he 
talked of the status of the silver question 
in England. 

“It is a fact,’’ said he “that in 
he people are divided into two classes, 
Which alliance explains their standing -on 
the silver question.

merce. In other words it'is the gold hoard- 
er against activity, and activity bends the 
Knee when the gold hoarder cracks his 
Whip. 

“This large class of people whose capital 
is their brain and brawn, since the appre- 
ciation of gold began, has been spurred 
into agitation by another and accompany- 
ing cause—the increased burdens of taxa- 
tion.”’ 

The Public 

“In what manner does the tax rate af- 
fect them’?’ President Raoul was asked. 

“England has an immense public debt,” 
President Raoul responded, “‘upon which 
the taxpayer looks with some concern. A 
Startling fact is the statement that not- 
withstanding the reduction of that debt by 
Over one hundred and fifty million pounds 
sterling since the appreciation of gold be- 
gan, it is now estimated by experts in 
finance and political economy that it will 
cost one hundred and fifty million pounds 
sterling more now to liquidate the remain- 
der than the whole debt called for at the 
time the reduction began. 

“That is to say,’ said President Raoul, 
figuring on a piece of paper, “the taxpayer, 
im consequence of the appreciation of gold, 
Must give up the products of industry 
worth, as measured by prices of twenty 
years ago, three hundred million pounds 
sterling more than would have then been 
required to pay off the debt. 

“To put it in United States currency the 
appreciation of gold has added $1,500,000,400 
to the public debt of England, for which 
the people have not received as much as a 
sShadow.”’ . 

What Are the People Doing? 

“What effect has this state of affairs upon 
the people of England?” ij’resident Raoul 
Was asked. 

“Its solution is the leading question of 
the day,’ said he. “On this trip I was 
there only ten days, and during that time 
was largely occupied by the business that 
called me there. I, however, availed myseif 
of ever’ opportunity to talk with represen. 
tative men with whom I happened to be 
thrown on the subject of silver, and to look 
gomewhat into the workines of the Bime- 
tallic League, a strong organization there 
ndeavoring to advance the cause of an in- 
ternational agreement for the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio fixed alike for all na- 
tions. 

This association enrolls among its honor- 
ary vice presidents and members a list of 
names in the forefront of statesmen, finan- 
ciers and political economists. The English 
bimetailists have now passed the stage of 
being treated with contempt and de- 
nounc as cranks and Knaves by the gold 
monometallisis, as they still seem to be on 
this side. They are recognized as represent- 
ing and advocating a principle and not a 
fancy—a principle enlisting grave consid- 
eration from men among the brighest minds 
in Europe. 

The Weakness of the Gold Men. 

“It is rather singular,’’ observed Presi- 
dent Racul, ‘‘to note that in Mngland, as it 
is here, there is a dearth of supporting ar- 
gument on the gold side. The bimetaliists 
say that they have made out their cose, and 
that it is not met by either rebuttal testi- 
mony or argument. In order to draw the 
fire of their opponents and to bring out dis- 
cussion, a rember of the league offered; un- 
der the auspices of the association, a hand- 
some prize for the best essay showing the 
advantages to England of maintaining the 
single gold standard. Lord Farrer, a lead- 
ing representative of the gold standard side 

f the question, consented to adjudge be- 
tween the merits of the essays. Out of a 
large number competing two were selected 
as equally good, and the prize was divided 
between them. 

“Now for the curious culmination. I read 
beth essays, and to my mind they did not 
make a good case.

League was of similar mind, for it has caus- 

ed the essays to be printed and is now cir- 

culating them as a part of its educational 

literature, without comment, except as toa 

Statement of the history of their origin. 
Not a Political Question. 

“The discussion of the financial question 
in England is not political. The money 
Situation is recognized as being commercial 
and financial in character, and is discussed 
on these lines alone, and with sober dig- 
nity and politeness. Political leaders re- 
spond much more quickly to the people 
there than they do here, so that the ad- 
verse statement of a leader today does not 
mean that tomorrow's verdict of the people 
may not enlighten him for the future. I 
found that those interested in agriculture, 
trade and commerce, especially those in the 
foreign trade with silver countries, were, 
as a rule, bimetallists. ‘The banking inter- 
ests, with some notable exceptions, one of 
Whom is an ex-governor of the Bank of 
England, were on the single gold standard 
Side. 

“The bimetallists admit that as goes 
the city of London so must go the govern- 
ment, but they say further that they do 
not expect arguments, but only the coer- 
Cive power of a depressed trade and con- 
Stantly waning prosperity to convince their 
opponents. Tne bimetatlists claim that 
these influences are now doing their work, 
but my own knowledge and opportunity of 
observation of English affairs are too 
limited to enable me to hold any opinion 
on this point.” 

The Bimetallic Argument. 

Asked to sum up the bimetallic argument 
President Raoul said: 

‘The points which the bimetallists appear 
to be urging against the single gold stand- 
ard, with the greatest emphasis, as far as 
I have been able to gather, are 

“1. The great depression of agriculture. 

“2. The derangement of exchanges with 
the silver using counpries, which, to a large 
extent, introduces into business an element 
of speculation, to the detriment of Eng- 
land. 

“3. The increased efficiency of the compe- 
tition of silver countries with England. 

‘4. The additional burden which the ap- 
preciation of gold has thrown upon their 
colonies in providing for their gold debts, 
esvecially India. 

“It is admitted by all that the deprecia- 
tion of silver has placed India under a 
fearful stress, and some of the best inform- 
ed men on Indian finance assert that she 
is insolvent, but for the Supporting credit 
of Great Britain. 

The Question Comes Home. 

“The fact that the appreciation of gold 
in twenty years has not only overcome the 
payment of $750,000.00) on the public debt, 
but has added a similar sum to the weight 
of what was left, making a total difference 
Of $1,500,000,000, must come home to us in 
thts country with striking effect. We have 
no only a national debt in which the ap- 
preciation is greater than the credits, but 
State, county and municipal debts, not to 
Speak of corporate and personal obliga- 
tions. There is no man so poor that he 
will not feel the heavy hand of the munici- 
pality in which he lives, calling fer mere 
days work to pay hts taxes than it used to, 
With no light ahead of him save a return 
to the money of the constitution, when en- 
terprises in the field were more profit: 
than idle surpluses lying in bank vaulis.” 

President Raoul leaves this morning for 
New York city, where he will remain for 
sometime on business.

BERESFORD’S CASE. | 


Some Interesting Statements Concerning 
His Past Career. 


A STRONG SHOWING AGAINST HIM 


An Indictment Is Hanging Over His Head 
in New York and HeIs Wanted 
in Canada. 


A dezidedly ineresting chapter was added 
tothe case of “Lord” Beresford yesterday, 
and it is a chapter that may have impor- 
tant bearing upon the lord’s aspirations 
to freedom. 

In the governor’s mail was a package of 
Ofticial documents which proved to be a 
copy of a New York indictment against 
Lascelles or Heresford that is hanging 
over his head, and the affidavit of a promi- 
nent New York attorney, which gives sume 
interesting facts concerning his past. 

If the statements made are true, that 
career has been a decidedly checkered one. 
Not only has Lascelles sown wild oats in 
large.quantities, but he is wanted by the 
police authorities in more places than one. 

The Richard Kk. Fox Cuse. 

The indictment, «a certified copy of which 
is furnished by John EF. Carroll, clerk of the 
court of general sessions, and also of the 
court of oyer and terminer, New York city, 
charges that Walter S. Beresford is guilty 
of grand larceny in the second degree. 

In giving details of the charge, the dndict- 
ment goes on to say that on the 3d of July, 
Syl, “‘with force and arms with intent to 
deprive and defraud one Richard, h. Fox, 
of the proper moneys, goods, chattels and 
personal property hereinafter mentioned, 
and of the use and benefit thereof, and to 
appropriate the same to his own use, said 
Walter S. Beresford did then and there 
feloniously, fraudulently and falsely pre- 
tend and represent to one Christopher 
Clarke, then being the agent of the said 
Richard K. Fox, that a certain paper 
Writing, with the words and figures follow- 
ing, to-wit:e'No. A, 14,592, London, July 3, 
svi. The Oriental Bank Corporation, lim- 
ited. West End branch, 25 Cockspur street, 
Trafalgar square, London: Pay Richard K. 
Fox, or order, one hundred pounds. Wal- 
ter S. Beresford. £100,’’ was a good and 
valid order for £100 in the lawful money cf 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and was then and there of the 
Value of $486.”’ 

The paper goes on to say that Clarke 
was induced by reason of the fraudulent 
pretenses and representations to pay beres- 
ford $75 in money and #ll in a check, and 
thatin truth the paper was nota .,ood and 
Valid order for the payment of the money. 
The document concludes: 

“And So the grand jury afore-

The David Bennett King makes affidavit 
to Lascelles’s attempt to blackmail certain 
of his (King’s) ciients.

E. L. Bergstrom, charged by the Georgia 
state board of pharmacy, through Dr. Har- 
ry Sharp, with selling drugs without a li- 
cense and with selling adulterated drugs, 
pleaded guilty in both “instances and was 
fined by Judge Westmoreland. 

The cases were disposed of Jate yesterday 
afternoon in chambers. 

The trial of Mr. Bergstrom was the out- 
growth of a sale made by thé Southern 
Perfumery Company. Some medicine was 
sold by this company and when it was ad- 
ministered to a child the result was that the 
little One was taken seriously ill. 

The father of the child went to Dr. Sharp 
and placed the matter before him. He 
gave to Dr. Sharp a sample of the medi- 
cine and asked him, as a membe® of the 
Georgia state board of pharmacy, to inves- 
tigate the matter. 

Dr. Sharp analyzed the medicine and 
found that the oil was adulterated. War- 
rants Were taken out for Mr. E. L. Berg- 


Strom, manager of the Southern Perfumery 


Company. He admitted the sale of the 
drugs, but denied any knowledge of the 
adulteration. 

At the hearing before Judge Westmore- 
land yesterday afternoon the board of phar- 
macy was represented. by Messrs. Austin 
& Park, attorneys for the board. As 
Mr. Bergstrom had decided to pleag guilty, 
the cases were disposed of in chambers. 
In making his statement Mr. Bergstrom 
said that he did not know that the drugs 
had been sold in an adulterated condition 
and pleaded guilty to the charge of selling 
adulterated drugs. He also pleaded guilty 
to selling drugs without a license. 

The fines imposed were small ones, being 
$25 and costs in each case, 

In fining Mr. Bergstrom, Judge Westmore- 
land took occasion to say that all those who 
sold adulterated @rugs should take warning, 
as he would in the future punish them ¢ge- 
verely, the maximum fine being $1,000. Pros- 
ecution will follow al! violations that are 
brought to the attention of the board.

the common. After the close of business it 
Was announced that the directors at their 
meeting in Chicago today had declared only 
14, per cent for the half year, making 4 
per cent for the year. In the Industrials 
Sugar was decidedly stronger, rising to 
1iSt%2 on semi-official statements that the 
regular dividend had been decided on by 
the directors and that the latter at their 
meeting tomorrow will declare the same 
Payment. Rubber was erratic, the recent 
rise having invited profit-taking.

The Chronicle’s Annual Statement, 

New York, June 6.—The Chronicle has ts- 
sued its annual statement of cotton acre- 
age, stand and condition. The estimated 
decrease in acreage by states is us tollows: 
North Carolina, 20 per cent; South Caroli- 
na, 10 per cent; Georgia, 13 per cent, Flor- 
ida, 5 per cent; Alabama, 11 per cent; Mis- 
sissippi, 10 per cent; Louisiana, l4 per cent; 
Texas, 11 per cent; Arkansas, 12 per cent; 
Tennessee, 9 per cent; other states and ter- 
ritories, 12% per cent. The average de- 
crease is 11.6 per cent. The acreage is 17,- 
767,663, against 20,107,247. The small de- 
crease in Florida is due to larger planting 
of sea island cotton. 

The crop is unquestionably late. The 
weather up to May 27th was not favorable. 
It is not certain whether permanent injury 
has resulted or not. Prohably serious harm 
has resulted in only limited areas. Cultiva- 
tion has not been as thorough as it was a 
year ago. There has been very heavy de- 
crease in the taking of commercial fertili- 
zers, but of home made fertilizers slightly 
greater use is reported. | 

The condition of the plant was less satis. 
factory at the close of the month ,than at 
the same date last vear. The states of less 
promise are the Carolinas and Georgia, 
but the plant is late almost everywhere 
and so is farm work. The condition is not 
necessarily unpromising, but more depends 
upon future development than has been the 
case in some other productive years,

Chicago, June 6.—The potent factor, the 
general demand for cash wheat for foreign 
and domestic use, more especially the lat- 
ter, which caused strength yesterday, was 
even more prominent today. ‘Many orders 
were to buy without limit, quite unusual 
for millers. The opening of the market 
was strong, but transactions rather limit- 
ed, general outside trade not taking go 
much interest. Many of them have hoped 
to buy around 75ec and were disappointed 
at the advance. The buying seemed to 
come from the east, New York specula- 
tors and others, apparently buying on the 
foreign situation. Some of the early buy- 
ers were sellers around 79c, but this onlv 
checked the adyance temporarily, which 
shows the great strength of the market. 
The Cincinnati Price Current, the Ohio 
state report and The Northwestern Miller 
correspondents’ report and nearly ail 
others were discouraging in regard to the 
growing winter wheat. hay and, in some 
instances, oats, but especially the lat- 
ter true of Ohio. The Trade Bulletin’s re- 
port of 4,000,000 bushels increase on passage 
and in Europe was offset by‘the report 
that the rye crop in Germany and Russia 
would probably be 200,000,000 bushels short 
of last year. Now comes reports from 
California of gamage to wheat. Toward 
the close the market became easier under 
heavy realizing sales and part of the ad- 
vance was lost. 

Receipts of corn and oats are under the 
estimate. Shippers were busy with or- 
ders, quickly absorbing all offerings. There 
is considerable talk now that the surplus 
corn is nearly all marketed, and a good

Bristol Has a Prospect of Getting 
Connection with Atlanta, 

Bristol, Tenn., June 6.—(Special.)—The 
Bristol, Elizabethton and North Carolina 
railway, which has been in the hands of 
Receiver Frederick Leonard, of Philadel- 
phia, for some months, was sold at public 
Outcry today.

The Southern Railway Is Centering Op- 
erations About Atlanta. 


OTHER OFFICES WILL PROBABLY COME 


It Is Said To Bethe Purpose ofthe South- 
ero To Erect an Office Building 
Here Very Soon. 


Every day brings clearer evidence of the 
fact that Atlanta is destined to become 
the headquarters of the Southern rail- 
Way. 

The recent removal of several general 
Offices from Knoxville and fhe bringing 
of the office of the assistant general su- 
this city was a step in 
the direction of establishing here the 
powers of the operating department. 

The Southern is growing greater in mile- 
age every day. The purchase of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, which was 
announced .in  yesterday’s Constitution, 
gave to the Southern 285 miles of addi- 
tional lines and by the natural drift of 
things, Atlanta became the central point 
of the through line that will soon be 
formed by the western sysiim of the 
Southern from the Ohio river to the east 
coast of blorida. 

Atlanta is also right in the center of the 
great metwork of lines that form the 
traffic funnel for the Southern. This is 
the point in the south above all others 
Wiere traftic originates for tne Southern 
railway. No freight traffic at all is cre- 
ated at Washington, the present head- 
quarters. 

Atlanta is the place to which and from 
Which all the schedules of the Southern 
freight trains are pitched, and by every 
natural law Atlanta is the place where 
the Southern will sooner *or later have to 
centralize its forces. 

It is out of Atlanta that the Southern 
makes a reach over the Georgia Pacitic 
to the valley of the Mississippi; out of 
Atlanta that it ieads down to the fruit- 
growing regions of south Georgia and 
Florida; out of Atlanta that it leads to 
the northeast, and out of Atlanta that its 
lines run to Cincinnati by way of Chatta- 
nooga, 

Now that the Southern is gaining a vast 
mileage in all the south Atlantic states 
and reaching over with extensive lines to 
the Mississippi valley through the recent 
purchase of the Alabama Great Southern, 
this city is, indeed, becoming more than 
ever the center of its mileage. 

In the operation of a great system like 
this 1s becoming to be, it is clear that the 
headquarters will have to be as near 
center as possible. 

The time lost to

It may be stated in this connection that 
there is a general belief among local rail- 
road men that the Southern is going to 
centralize its operating forces here in th: 
near future. 

Whether there has been anything defin- 
ite said along this line or not by the offi- 
cials of the Southern is not known, But 
the leading railroad men of the city ail 
declare that from what they can ascertain 
the step has already been favorably con- 
Sidered by the Southern. 

They even go so far as to 
belief that tne recent purchase of 
near the Mitchell street crossing means 
nothing more nor less than that the Souch- 
ern will erect there at no late day a hani- 
some office building for at least a great 
part of the general offices of the foad. 

Kven now the sidetracks arvund At- 
Janta are constantly blocked with private 
cars of the various officials of the South- 
ern, which indicates that most of their 
time is spent with Atlanta as headquar- 
ters.

There Will Be Fun for the Multitudes at 
Athletic Park—A Tilt and a Lance 
and Sword Contest. 


There will be a series of cavalry games 
at Athletic park on June 15th. 

It will be a great midsummer event the 
enjoyment of which will be shared by the 
gay social world of Atlanta on dress pa- 
rade and the amusement lovers young and 
old. 

The games will be given under the direc- 
tion of the Governor’s Horse Guard, with 
Mr. V. Bullock in charge, and will he for 
the benefit of the board of women man- 
agers of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition. 

Under such auspices it is easy to predict 
that this event will attract great crowds 
who will agther to spend the afternoon en- 
joying the exciting contests of the tourna- 
ment. ; 

There will be ample grand stand accom- 
modations and delightful music will be 
furnished by a superb brass band between 
each part of the programme. 

It will be a revelation to many, as there 
have been but few such performances ever 
given in this city. The games will vary in 
their nature and every feature of the pro- 
gramme will be exciting and calculated to 
please the crowds. 

The following general outline of the pro- 
gramme that has been furnished by Mir. 
Bullock, manager, will serve to show how 
exciting and full of interest will be the 
games: 

l. Parade headed by the Governor's Horse 
Guards, followed by the contestants who 
will take part in the following exercises.

4. kgg and spoon race, open to all. The 
riders start at the word, each holding a 
raw ege in the bowl of a large kitchen 
spoon. The rider wins who first finishes

0. “John Arkins’’ race, open to all. The 
saddle, blanket and coat of the contestant, 
with a box of matches and a Cigar, are 
placed on the ground ten yards from the 
Starting line. At the sound of the bugle 
the rider leads’his horse to the saddle. ete. 
Hie must put on his coat, saddle his horse, 
mount and start. After starting he must 
first light his cigar and then button at least 
three buttons of his coat properly and fin- 
ish the course with his cigar still lighted. 

6. Geudebarre, open to all. This contest 
requires that two mounted men attempt to 
take a ribbon from the right arm of a 
third, but are obliged to reach it from the 
left side only. The heats last three min- 
utes. To secure the ribbon counts cone point, 
A successful defense of the ribbon counts 
one point. Each of the three wears the rib- 
bon in turn. The men having the greatest 
number of points in the different sets are 
again matched up until a winner can be 
secured. 

The lance and sword contest will, per- 
haps, be the mcst interesting feature of the 
entire programme. It will be participated 
in by two skilled and daring swordsmen 
Who will appear in the ring mounted and 
in armor. One is a Frenchman and the 
other a German, and they ‘were both in 
the great conflict of these nations in 1871.+ 
It can thus be seen that they will enter 
the contest with more than ordinary zest 
and that the engagement will be lively from 
beginning to end. One will wield the sword 
and the other the lance and they will 
not spare each other in their contest for 
victory.
